2. Claims 1-105 are currently pending. Claims 1, 14, 22, 34, 41, 51, 59, 69, 78, 82, 85, 87, 
89, 92, 93, 95, 97, 98, and 104 are independent claims. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-13, 41-50, 82-92, and 98-103, drawn to a word processing document 
tables including spreadsheet features, classified in class 715, subclass 515. 

Claims 22-33, 34-40, 51-58, and 69-77, drawn to spreadsheet formula or equation 
processing, classified in class 715, subclass 538. 

III. Claims 14-21, 59-68, and 93-97, drawn to graphical user interfaces for presenting 
tables, classified in class 345, subclass 700. 

IV. Claims 78-81, drawn to word processing tables, classified in class 715, subclass 
509. 

V. Claims 104 and 105, drawn to a markup document, classified in class 715, 
subclass 513, 
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The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

4. Inventions I-V are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention (I) has separate utility such as a word processing 
document including spreadsheet features, invention (II) has separate utility such as formula or 
equation processing, invention (III) has separate utility such as a graphical user interface for 
presenting tables, invention (IV) has separate utility such as a word processing table, and 
invention (IV) has separate utility such as a markup document. See MPEP § 806.05(d).
